Council adopts budget 
up more than $700,000

The Romulus City Council 
has adopted a $3 4 million 
operating budget for fiscal 
1973-74, up nearly $700,000 
above last year’s $2.7 million 
budget. 

To help finance the cost of 
the new budget, the council 
has levied a tax of 4.6 mills 
($4 60 per $1,000 in assessed 
valuation), down one-half mill 


The council cut more than $300,000 
from the figure requested by the 
city's department heads.' 


from last year’s levy. 

The city anticipates ap- 
proximately $591,000 in in- 
come from the 4.6 mill figure, 
approximately the same in- 
come as the 5.1 mill figure 
raised last year. 


ALTHOUGH the budget is 
up more than 25 per cent 
above last year’s total figure, 
the council cut more than 
$300,000 from the figure 
requested by the city’s 
department heads.

Tax base in Romulus 
'in pretty good shape' 


By all signs, Romulus is in 
pretty good shape, tax 
oasewise. according to Mayor 
Hyle Carmichael. 

In figures released this 
week, the mayor reported that 
single family home residents 
of the city pay only 27.42 per 
cent of the total taxes in the 
community. 

The break down prepared 


by Carmichael shows that 
industry pays a 51 67 per cent 
of the total tax in the com- 
munity. including 23.66 per 
cent for land and buildings 
and another 28.01 per cent for 
personal property 
Commercial concerns in the 
city pay 12.13 per cent of the 
tax load, while the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport absorbs 


6.84 per cent of the lax load 
and agricultural concerns pay 
another 2.25 per cent of the 
load. 

The break -down means that 
for every Slot) in taxes 
collected by the city, residents 
of the city pay $27.42. and 
industry, commerce, the 
airport and agricultural 
concerns pay $72.58. 


Mayor Carmichael says 
park land not utilized

Romulus Mayor Hyle 
Carmichael says it is folly to 
worry about purchasing park 
land, when present park land 
is utilized at only 30 per cent of 
its capacity. 

“We hear of plans to pur- 
chase eight new' parks at a 
cost of $1 million to the tax- 
payers,” Carmichael said, 
“and we know that school 
district park sites are only 
used at about 30 per cent of 
their capacity. 

“It’s absurd to talk about 
land purchases, when the city 
has the opportunity to expand 
services on existing 
facilities.” 

TERRY TROUTT, can- 
didate for mayor on the Nov. 7 
general election ballot, has 
promised to purchase eight 
new parks at a cost of under $1 
million, if elected to office. 

Troutt has promised 
sporting opportunities at the 
parks, including baseball, 
football, tennis, basketball 
and skating in the winter. 

“I believe it is better to 
explore the possibility of 
working together with the 
schools to expand recreation,” 
Carmichael said “For the 
city to buy land and im- 
plement a program, and the 
schools to buy land and im- 
plement programs is only a 
costly duplication of effort, 
which hurts the taxpayers.” 

The mayor said that he and 
the administration of the 
school board have agreed in 
principal to joining recreation 
programs, but said the slow up 
in implementing the program 
comes from a lack of 
representation on the city’s 
recreation commission. 

"THE COMMISSION’S 
being expanded now, to in- 
clude two new members, and I 
would hope those are school 
representatives,” said Car- 
michael. “It’s a matter of 
communication now, and 
sound planning to develop a 
program which benefits all 
Romulus residents.” 

Carmichael said it is folly to 
assume that each unit of 


government should have its 
own program, “because the 
members of each unit are the 
same — the taxpayers of this 
area.” 

He cited the recent joint 
effort by Canton Township, 
Plymouth Township, 
Plymouth and the Plymouth 
School District in establishing 
a recreation commission as an 
example of how there can be 
inter-community cooperation 
on the recreation level 

‘‘Those communities 
realized there is no need to 


spend money for the same 
thing, when the money comes 
from one area — the citizens 
of each of their respective 
governmental units ” 

Carmichael said that the 
community has more than 40 
acres of park land vacant at 
this time, in addition to all the 
school district land. 

“We should develop these 
facilities as swiftly as 
possible, before spending 
millions on some grand 
scheme in other areas.” he 
said. 


requested $3.7 million to 
operate the city, nearly $1 
million above last year’s total 
budget figure. 

Departments absorbing cuts 
in their budgets include police, 
nearly $212,000 from the 
requested $838,000; treasurer, 
nearly $61,000 from the 
proposed $122,000; clerk, 
$31,000 from a proposed 
$151,000 budget; planning, 
$28,000 from a proposed 
$97,000 budget; recreation, 
nearly $27,000 from a proposed 
$126,000 budget and the fire 
department, nearly $12,000 
from a proposed $184,000 
budget. 

BESIDES the operating 
budget, the council approved a 
$3 4 million water and sewer 
budget, including more than 
$850,000 for new coastruction 
and $700,000 for contractual 
services 

Included in the water and 
sewer budget is nearly 
$ 700,000 in surplus funds left 
over from the last budget. 

Set aside in the major and 
local street funds is more than 
$900,000 for maintenance and 
repairs of local streets. 

The total millage levy ap- 
proved by the city council 
came to 12 <$12 per $1,000 in 
assessed valuation!. 

THE FIGURE is down one- 
half mill from last year’s 12.5 
levy. 

The millage is designed to 
raise a total of $2.2 million, 
including $660,000 for the 
water bond issue passed in 
1957 and $880,000 for the sewer 
bond issue passed that same 
year 

The other four-tenths of a 
mill levy will go to pay the 
city’s obligation to the 
People s Community Hospital 
Authority. 

The city will pay $90,000 to 
the Authority this year

Romulus ^residents may 
have the opportunity to 
remove an assessment for 
maintaining drainage ditches 
running to I^ike Erie in favor 
ol constructing a drainage 
system of their own, if Terry 
Troutt has his way. 

Troutt. a candidate for the 
mayoral seat in Romulus, said 
he favors a program, first 
conceived by former Town- 
ship Supervisor Edmund 
Bizek Sr., in the late 1960’s, to 


The Public Safety and 
Judiciary Committee of the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners took no action 
on a request by area township 
supervisors to extend ser- 
vices. The services will end in 
August because the Wayne 
County Board of Com- 
missioners only funded the 
road patrol through the 
summer. 

Area supervisors w f ho met 
with the committee last week 
sought an extension of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 


Department road patrol 
service The Public Safety 
and Judiciary Committee 
unofficials approved the 
extension, but the Committee 
Chairman Dick Buss said 
there were not enough com- 
missioners present at the 
meeting to form a quorum. 

He said the committee will 
schedule a meeting within the 
next few w'eeks to discuss 
possible extension. And 
although the extension ap- 
proval should come easily 
from the committee, he said. 


“It will be a lot tougher going 
w hen it comes to the full board 
of commissioners.” 

LAST WEDNESDAY the 
committee unofficials ex- 
tended the road patrol service 
for three months, until Nov 
30. 

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners controls funds 
for the sheriffs department. 
The originial decision of the 
board to discontinue services 
is in line with its decision two 
years ago to eventually

The commissioners 
requested a “cost-sharing” by 
the involved tow'nships:

A RESOLUTION recently 
approved by the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees 
said “There is no way 
possible under the present tax 
set-up for the townships in- 
volved to provide their own 
police protection ” 

A resolution calling for 
court action, if neceessary. 
recently adopted by the Van 
Buren board is another step in 
the battle to retain the road 
patrol service 

At the June 12 session of the 
Van Buren Tow nship Board of 
Trustees. Supervisor G Elton 
Gollwitzer was instructed to 
take a “firm position" with 
the county commissioners 
regarding the withdrawal of 
the road patrol 


divert Romulus.’ storm water 
run-off to the Huron River in 
Huron Township. 

“The plan, when first 
conceived, called for building 
a large intercept east of 
Middlebelt Road to the Huron 
River,” explained Troutt. 

•*| FEEL, in the long run, 
such a program would be 
cheaper Romulus residents 
are paying maintenance costs 
on ditches which carry water 
through Taylor. Rockwood 
and Brownstown. because 
we’re at the end of the 
drainage district ” 

According to Troutt. 
because Romulus lies on the 
highest ground in Western 
Wayne C ounty, all water run- 
off from the city must travel 
great distances — up to 15 
miles before it is dumped 
into the Great Lakes. 


It means that everytime a 
bridge in Brownstown is too 
small for the water to pass 
through. Romulus residents 
must pay part of the cost of its 
reconstruction to allow more 
water to flow.” he said. 

“I’d like to see that money 
put into the Romulus drainage 
system ” 

Romulus has a large portion 
of land which cannot be 
developed unless and 
adequate storm drainage 
system is implemented, ac- 
cording to Troutt 

THE LAND, once drained, 
would help pay the cost of the 
project. 

I would favor paying for 
the program with a city 
millage. because industry, 
w hich makes great use of the 
storm drainage, would pay a 
large share of the cost,” 
Troutt said 


The candidate added he 
would see to it that the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport picked 
up a large share of the cost of 
the project 

“Everytime we turn 
around, the airport is taking 
more land from Romulus so it 
can build holding ponds for 
storm water run-off,” Troutt 
explained. 

I’M SURE the airport 
would be willing to pay for 
storm drainage, so it wouldn’t 
have to use this expensive 
means of preventing 
flooding.” 

Holding ponds store the 
hea\> run-off from storms to 
prevent the drainage system 
of southern Wayne County 
from washing out and flooding 
during heavy storm periods 
Water in* the ponds is

Edwards blames many of 
the criticisms of the council on 
lack of action by the city 
administration 

FOR INSTANCE, the 
roads not being maintained 
properly during the winter 
months'* is the fault of the 
administration, according to 
Edwards 

“The city council ap- 
propriated $300,000 in the 1972- 
73 budget for road main- 
tainance.” Edwards said 

“At the end of the fiscal 
year, there is a balance of 
$250,000 The council’s job is to 
appropriate funds to operate 
the city 

Edwards claims it is not the 
council’s fault that many 
water bills have turned 
delinquent. 

“We have accumulated a 
large number of delinquent 
water bills, due to a lack of 
enforcement by the ad- 
ministration,” he said 

He claims some bills total

court action against those with 
outstanding accounts, the 
administration would have 
agreed to settle the bills for a 
smaller amount.

T want lo stress that I am 
not advocating any new tax on

Watergate analysis 


Testimony reveals 'unstable ' atmosphere

WASHINGTON— If the testimony of former White House 
Counsel John W Dean III is to be believed, one of the most 
startling single aspects of the Watergate affair is the un- 
stable emotional atmosphere which prevailed until recently

large— could be harder for the President to overcome than 
K legalistic question of whether Nixon personally was 

involved in efforts to cover up the Watergate scandal 

During his long droning testimony before the Select Senate 
Committee Dean drew a picture of a White House in the grip 
of a siege mentality. Members of the White House staff 
reinforced each other's irrational fears. 

HOWEVER. IN WEIGHING Dean's testimony the public 
should keep two things in mind First, he is fighting to save 
his own skin And second, the national reaction to the 
hugger-mugger stuff he said originated in 
the White House undoubtedly would have been altogether 
different if the administrations various intelligence 
operations actually had turned up a firm connection between 
radical leaders of the anti-war movement and a foreign 
government. 


‘it was after observing that incident that I talked with 
several individuals in charge of advancing presidential 
visits, that I learned a major part of any presidential trip 
advance operation was insuring that demonstrators were 
unseen and unheard by the President.” 

Future historians may find it odd that the White House was 
so neurotically preoccupied with surveillance at a time when 
the Nixon Administration seemed to have weathered the 
worst of the anti-war demonstrations in 1969 and 1970. 

By the spring and summer of 1972 the protesting groups 
themselves had become convinced that their street 
demonstrations were annoying more and more ordinary 
citizens and thus were counter-productive in that they played 
into Nixon’s hands 

Yet, the over reaction at the White House can only make 
sense if the administration actually believed that the 
stability of American society was being threatened by 
menacing revolutionary forc^.

In describing the atmosphere that prevailed in the White 
House, Dean stopped short of using the word ‘‘paranoia”. 
The point he was trying to make was clear. nevertheless 
He told the senate committee that after joining the White 
House staff in July, 1970 he found “a climate of excessive 
concern over the political impact of demonstrators, ex- 
cessive conver over leaks, an insatiable appetite for political 
intelligence, all coupled with a do-it-yourself White House 
staff, regardless of law”. 

Such an odd psychological climate, Dean said, lead 
inevitably to the break-in at the Democratic National 
Headquarters in the Watergate apartment complex. Then, 
once the Watergate affair was exposed, Dean said, the cover- 
up became a “way of life” in the White House. 


While the general tone of Dean’s testimony was self ser- 
ving, it seems impossible that he could have made it up out of

Dean suggested that the President’s aides even operated a 
sort of Potemkin Village scheme to prevent Nixon from 
getting upset at the sight of long haired demonstrators 
protesting the nation’s war policy in Southeast Asia.

Bombing mission ends in rice paddy capture 

Col. Odell tells his story- part 2

Sitting in that hut. naked except for my short s, 
my battered body slowly getting its second w f ind 
and my mind bracing itself for what was to 
come, I found it difficult to believe that only this 
morning I had eaten a hearty breakfast with my 
fellow squadron pilots in preparation for my 17th 
combat mission 

We had then gathered for a dawn briefing on 
the strike mission against the Dep Cau railyards 
18 miles northeast of Hanoi My chart, mapping 
and radio frequency coordination completed the 
previous night, I had written Shirley skimpy 
details of the mission and ended the letter with 
the optimistic observation that I had only 83 
combat flights left to go on my 100-mission 
schedule before returning home. 

As it turned out. I was too optimistic and that 
letter home was to be my last for some time 

Hand of fate 

Prior to takeoff on the morning I was captured, 
two things happened which almost scrubbed the 
mission for me, and I can’t help wondering if 
what fate had in store for me this day would have 
turned out differently had it been another time 
and another place. 

First, our weather information indicated 
heavy cloud cover oVer the target and a tem- 
porary “hold” w r as put on the mission until the 
weather cleared or it w r as cancelled. 

However, at 6 a m we were told the mission 
was on and takeoff time had been changed to 8: 30 
a m. When I arrived at my aircraft for preflight 
checking I started the engine but was im- 
mediately advised by my crew' chief at 8:20 a.m. 
of a severe hydraulic leak in the nose gear and 
we shut the engine down 

Joins mission 

Precisely at 8:30 a m the strike force took off 
without me as the repair crew worked on my 
plane s hydraulic system The malfunction was 
finally corrected and I took off at 8:52 a m to 
join my flight I caught up with the squadron 
shortly after passing the coastline of South 
Vietnam and we made rendezvous with our air 
refueling tankers I advised the flight com- 
mander. Lt. Col Dwight E Sullivan of Iowa, that 
my plane was operational, requested permission 
to rejoin the flight and upon an affirmative reply 
assumed my position in the formation as wing 
man to the flight leader 
The cloudiness of early morning had given way 
to bright sunshine as we proceeded up the coast 
of North Vietnam at an altitude of ap- 
proximately 12.000 feet 
Below us, the lush, green countryside stretch 
ed to the horizon, laced here and there with 
roads, criss-crossed with rice paddy dikes and 
dotted with clearings in which nestled towns, 
smaller villages and tiny hamlets It was then 
10 20 a m and upon the flight commander’s 


order of “Green Up” I flicked the switch which 
armed my plane s bomb and guns. 

Seemed peaceful 

As we turned inland, the powerful thrust of the 
aircraft engine droned steadily and assuringly I 
scanned the sky above and to my left. All seemed 
peaceful and friendly but I couldn’t help won- 
dering how many guns were pointed at us. ..how 
many missiles would soar our way . and whether 
we would run into a squadron of MIG’ (Russian- 
made fighters) 

I reached for the thermos of cold water behind 
my head, placed the rubber tube in my mouth 
and took a long drink This was routine 
procedure on a strike mission. A pilot needed all 
the water he could take because of perspiration 
from the cockpit heat and sun, the natural ap- 
prehension prior to combat and. in the unlikely 
event (it always happened to the other guy, 
right 9 ) that he was downed by an enemy rocket 
he’d be in better condition to survive. 

Thus fortified, I again looked at the skies. We 
were minutes away from target and my ap- 
prehension grew 

I anticipated that all hell would break loose at 
any moment. 

It did 

Target in sight 

I glanced at my instrument panel clock It was 
10:45 a m. Target strike time was 10:50. Five 
minutes more At 10:48 the flight commander 
radioed. “I have target in sight.” We kicked on 
our afterburners for the power thrust to target. 
There was a surge and my plane nosed up into 
the clear, blue sky. As the flight commander 
began his roll-in for the target approach, I had to 
cross under him and take a position on his port 
(left) wing 

But as I completed the roll, dropping the 
aircraft nose toward the ground. I felt a slight 
thud at the belly of the plane. 

Immediately, warning lights flashed on and 
other lights blinked, indicating failures in the 
plane’s electrical and mechanical systems 
I realized I had taken a hit and that my plane 
was on fire 

Intense smoke 

By this time the aircraft had banked steeply 
toward the ground and I fought for control 
Smoke l>egan filling the cockpit and I flicked on 
the switch to clear the air as the plane continued 
its wild gyrations 

I glanced quickly out the canopy and saw the 
plane on my left rolling in toward me on a 
collision course I watched as he zoomed under 
me and followed his path as he hurtled by me on 
the other side On my left. I detected an orange 
fireball and my immediate thought was that a 
SAM (surface-to-air missile) had exploded next 
to me 

Later, in prison camp, 1 was to learn the 


orange fireball was the result of Col. Sullivan's 
plane colliding with mine, which had been 
gyrating so wildly, 1 didn’t even notice the im- 
pact As told to me by the No 4 pilot in prison 
camp 24 years later, the wild tumbling of my 
plane caused it to break in half just behind the 
cockpit. The No. 4 pilot was shot down as he was 
pulling off target In fact, three of the pilots in 
our four-plane flight were downed and became 
prisoners of war. 

Downward plunge 

My stricken plane continued its downward 
plunge By this time I had lost about half of my 
original 12,000-feet altitude and the tumbling of 
the plane had somehow jarred loose the seat belt, 
throw ing me halfway out of the seat and into the 
top of the canopy I then began a desperate 
struggle to get back into proper seating position 
for the ejection because otherwise the powerful 
charge which explodes the pilot and seat out of 
the plane could cause injury to neck and back or 
broken limbs 

I managed to pull myself dowrn, leaned to the 

7 had taken a hit... my 
plane was on fire. ' 

right to reach the ejection handle, got my head 
as far back as possible and pulled the red lever, 
triggering the explosive charge that hurtled me 
beyond the plane a second after the canopy had 
been blown away 

A moment later my parachute blossomed 
above me and 1 began floating gently to the 
green earth below' me A quick inspection 
revealed no outward injuries I looked around 
and saw the plane from which 1 had just bailed 
out falling toward earth, a mass of flames I did 
not see the impact I caught sight of another 
parachute floating downward approximately a 
mile north of me and slightly higher Later, I w as 
to learn it was Col Sullivan, the flight leader 
whose plane had collided with mine after 1 was 
hit. 

T then concentrated on my own situation My 
joy at coming out of that scrape without injuries 
was dispelled by the disheartening realization 
that I was about to land in enemy territory 
Below me, the countryside had a fresh, green 
look and I could make out the patches of rice 
paddies under water and a winding river to the 
east of me 

Signing off 

But now, as my parachute brought me swaying 
closer to the ground, I had things to do I 
deployed the survival kit and the raft on the 
lanyard attached to my flight suit belt The time 
was 11 a m , just 10 minutes from the moment 
my plane took the rocket hit I swayed toward 


the edge of a rice paddy I saw- groups of 
peasants running toward the spot I slipped the 
chute and landed on top of the dike surround- 
ing the paddy. Touchdown was good, with a 
minimum ot impact I had no trouble collapsing 
and unstrapping the chute. I opened my back 
packet and shut off the emergency radio which 
had been automatically engaged by the ejection 
to send out beeps on the rescue frequency. I then 
took the small transmitter radio out of my 
survival vest and reported to whatever aircraft 
could pick up my signals that I was on the 
ground, had suffered no injuries and my capture 
was imminent Then I signed off something like 
this: 

“Good luck, guys, see you after the war.” 

Voices were now' shouting at me in Viet- 
namese Two of the group carried rifles with 
bayonets. 1 assumed they were civilian militia 
Others in the group of peasants carried clubs and 
some had bamboo spears. Their faces, as they 
neared me, reflected an ugly hatred that im- 
mediately dispelled any notion of resistance. 

I raised my hands above my head in a gesture 
of surrender My pistol was still holstered. I was 
in a non-rescue area and any move toward the 
pistol, I figured, would end in only one way... my 
being shot or clubbed to death there on that 
earthen dike surrounding a rice paddy in North 
Vietnam 

The first North Vietnamese to reach me 
grat)lx*d my ring, watch and cigarette lighter. 
Then he and the others tried to remove my flying 
suit, survival gear and boots. While they were 
doing this, another group of shouting peasants 
arrived. 

Stars and pain . 

Among them was an old man of about 70, I 
guessed, who carried a pole about six feet long 
and a good three inches in diamteer He moved 
out of my line of vision to the left and the next 
thing I detected w as a blur of movement, then an 
explosion of stars and pain as the pole cracked 
into my head Barely conscious, 1 sank down 
gasping and almost retching A moment later I 
was jerked back to my feet and the pulling and 
tugging at my flying gear continued 

Again there was a stunning blow to my head as 
the old man swiped at me a second time with that 
pole I sank down to the ground once more and 
again I was jerked upright by clawing hands 
Apparently the process of tearing away my 
clothing was too slow because some of the 
villagers began cutting it aw r ay with knives. 
They were none too gentle 

My attention diverted a moment by the 
clawing hands. 1 noticed out of the corner of my 
eyes a flash of movement to my right and I 
jumped back and threw up my hand to defend 
myself, anticipating another crushing blow with 
a pole But this time it was a machete-like 
weapon that struck me a glancing blow across 
the base of my right thumb, inflicting a deep cut 
which began spurting blood This seemed to 


create more confusion among the villagers ‘who 
began pressing forward. My unseen attacker 
w f as pushed away by the militia, who then 
hurriedly tied my hands tightly behind my back. 
By this time I had been stripped to my short s 
and. bare-footed, they made me run to the 
village’s cluster of huts about 300 yards aw*ay, 
the crowd following us. 

Blindfolded 

In the village I was placed in a thatch-roof hut 
from which, about an hour later, I was removed, 
blindfolded, and boosted on to a truck and taken 
to another village about five miles away where I 
was placed in another thatched hut much larger 
than the last. My blindfold was removed and I 
observed through the wall openings a rather 
large village which I assumed was that of the 
district chief 

As the day progressed, I was periodically 
taken out on a veranda by guards and displayed 
to the villagers who, by now, were congregating 
from all directions as, I assume, word spread 
that an American pilot had been captured. 

On one of these occasions I was taken out 
before a heavy-set man who appeared more 
Chinese than Vietnamese and wore a neat 
military-type uniform without insignia. My 
hands were untied and he indicated that I was to 
kneel before him and place my hands above my 
head Then he pointed a camera at me, waiting. I 
refused to kneel He made several more gestures 
for me to gel down on my knees. I continued to 
refuse This made him mad and he started to 
gesture more and talk louder, a behavior which 
spread to the villagers around me. I started 
tensing for expected blows 

But they didn’t come 

A heavy-set man of about 50. carrying a very 
large machine gun. gestured to the cameraman 
that he would have to take my picture as I stood 
there. After two or three clicks of the shutter I 
was led back into the hut and the doors were 
again locked 

Pangs of thirst 

Back inside the hut, as the afternoon turned 
into early evening, I began feeling the pangs of 
thirst The last water 1 had tasted was just before 
my plane took the rocket hit Strangely, although 
I hadn t eaten since that early breakfast prior to 
mission takeoff, I didn’t feel hungry at all 

There then began some animated conversation 
between my four militia guards and the man 
with the machine gun The militiamen took me 
out and the man with the machine gun disap- 
peared. (I was to meet him a few minutes later 
on that path to the road) 

As I left the hut, I saw I was being taken to the 
edge of the village toward the path where the 
villagers were lined up on both sides, awaiting 
my appearance. 

For the next few minutes, my resistance to 
pain and terror was to be sorely tried 
(NEXT: The Hanoi Hilton).

6 Be sure to have your car 
or truck properly equipped to 
tow a trailer.

Civic theater to hold

Highest waterfall 
attracts tourists 


Michigan’s many tourist 
attractions include the highest 
waterfall east of the 
Mississippi River except 
Niagara. 

The distinction belongs to 
Tahquamenon Falls, near 
New berry, about 65 miles west 
of Sault Ste. Marie. 

As if one weren’t enough, 
nature provided two sets of 
Tahquamenon Falls— the 
Upper and Lower— about four 
miles apart on the 
Tahquamenon River The 
most spectacular, the Upper, 
is 40 feet high and 200 feet 
across at the crest. The Lower 
Falls, considered by some 
more beautiful than the Up- 
per. is divided by an island 
and is a series of rapids and 
cascades. 

BOTH ARE within 
Tahquamenon Falls State 
Park’s 18,906 acres, one of the 
most popular Upper Peninsula 
state parks 

The Upper and Lower 
Tahquamenon top the list of 
Michigan’s 150 waterfalls, all 
except one of them in the 
Upper Peninsula 
The Tahquamenon River 
runs through heavily wooded, 
partially swampy wilderness 
country' w'hich retains much of 
its natural beauty. Decaying 
vegetation of the vast 
Tahquamenon swamp gives 
the water a golden cast, a 
feature immediately noticed 
and admired by visitors. 

The Upper and Lower F alls, 
the “rushing Tahquamenow,” 
are the setting ot Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow’s epic- 
poem. Hiawatha, the Chip- 
pewa’s legendary warrior- 
hero 

OTHER THAN hiking, there 
are three ways to reach the 
Upper Falls. Private 
automobile and a short walk is 
one. The other two utilize 
privately operated riverboats. 

One combination is called 
the Tom Sawyer Riverboat 
and Paul Bunyan Timber 
Train It starts from Slater’s 
Landing, 10 miles north of 


Hulbert off M-28, by riverboat 
and continues through the 
wilderness to the Falls by- 
open air cars pulled by a huge 
tractor From July f through 
Labor Day. there are two trips 
daily, at 9 a m and 2 p.m. 
After Labor Day through Oct 
10 there is one trip daily, at 
10:30 a m. 


The other is the Toonerville 
Trolley and boat trip Starting 
at Soo Junction, on M-28 east 
of Newberry, visitors ride a 
narrow gauge railroad six 
miles through thick forest and 
then board a riverboat for the 
remainder to the trip Tw-o 
trips daily are scheduled 
weekdays during July and 
August, at 10 a m. and 12 noon. 
On Saturday and Sunday 
during July and August there 
is one trip, leaving at 10:30 
a m. From Sept 1 through 
Oct. 5, one trip daily leaves at 
10:30 a m. 

Either trip goes through the 
wilderness country Only 
from a boat do you get a real 
dose-up of the trackless bush 
country— spots you couldn’t 
reach except by three or four 
days of hard hiking There’s a 
closeness to nature otherwise 
impossible for the average 
visitor, with excellent com- 
mentaries on both trips.

Elimination of breeding 
places and destruction of 
mosquito larvae may not solve 
the entire mosquito control 
problem. Adult mosquitoes 
may attack from breeding 
places on neighboring 
property or from stagnant 
pools left by the flood in other 
parts of your community. For 
this reason, you should try to 
make your home and family 
as ‘bug-proof’ as possible: 

Make sure door and window- 
screens are tightly fitted 

To keep mosquitoes from 
lighting on screen doors and 
making a sneak entrance into 
the house, dip a paint roller in 
insect repellent and coat 
screen doors and windows 

Drape netting over arv in- 
fant’s crib. 

Examine house plants in 
water Even saucers under 
potted plants can accumulate 
enough water for breeding

Kitchen safety tips 
for the busy mother 

The kitchen is a warm and 
friendly area of the home — 
filled with the good smell of 
freshly baked cake, the aroma 
of hot coffee and exotic spices, 
the sound of sizzling steaks 
and French fries. It's a happy 
gathering place for family and 
friends And, for a small child, 
the sights and sounds and 
smells of food preparation 
make the kitchen the most 
fascinating room in the entire 
house. 

But the kitchen also can be 
the most dangerous room in 
the house for a curious toddler 
— especially if there are 
electric cords that can be put 
into the mouth, open outlets 
within reach, or appliances 
that can be pulled down from 
cabinet counter or table tops. 

The child who can reach the 
top of a range also may be 
able to spill a pan of boiling 
water or scalding-hot grease 
over his body. Below counter- 
top level, there could be such 
hazards as toxic household 
chemicals and hot water pipes 
under the sink, cabinet 
drawers filled with sharp 
knives, or an oven hot enough 
to broil meat In fact, most 
kitchens simply are not 
designed with small children 
in mind 

BUT FOR THE BUSY 
homemaker who can t keep 
her eye on a curious child 
every second, here are some 
safety suggestions from the 
Coffee Information Institute: 

1 Be sure that any electric 
outlets below counter top level 
are covered or concealed And 
don’t allow electric cords to 
hang below the counter or 
(able top 

2. Do not store sharp in- 
struments. such as knives, or 
dangerous chemicals where 
small children can reach 
them 

3. Never allow the handles of 
pots or pans to extend over the 
edge of a kitchen range; keep 
them turned toward the rear

or side of the stove. And when 
buying a kitchen range make 
sure the heating units and 
controls are beyond the reach 
of small children. 

4. Keep children away from 
kitchen areas that may be 
especially hazardous during 
meal preparation; a child 
playing on the floor beside a 
kitchen ran^e is much more 
likely to be burned by any hot 
liquids that may be spilled. 

V When pouring hot liquids, 
always pour away from 
yourself, and pour very 
slowly Instant coffees and , 
soup mixes tend to effervesce 
when boiling water is poured 
loo quickly 

6 Choose coffee cups or 
mugs that are designed so 
they will not tip easily. Some 
of the modern stemmed cups 
are attractive but tend to be 
"top heavy” so they are more 
likely to tip over and spill the 
contents. 

7. When placing containers 
of hot foods or hot liquids on a 
table, put them as close to the 
center of the table as possible 
— or well away from the edge 
of the table Also, when small 
children are likely to be 
around, use place mats rather 
than a table cloth that can be 
pulled off the table along with 
containers of hot food* And 
don’t use lighted candles on 
the table when children are 
present 

8 Help make your kitchen 
accident-proof by adopting the 
perspective of a small child. 
Remember that a child may 
not be tall enough to see that a 
pot on the stove or a bowl on 
the table contains hot food 
Also, if the child is allowed to 
play with pots and pans, he 
may think of the food con- 
tainers on the kitchen range as 
his toys If he sips fluids oc- 
casionally from an adult s 
cup. he may assume that the 
cup on the table is for his use.

10 per cent or more 
dry sodium or potassium hy- 
droxide Aerosol and paste 
oven cleaners, which contain 
sodium or potassium hy- 
droxide. must comply with the 
standard by July 2. 1973 

Children’s sleepwear in 
sizes 0-6X not meeting federal 
flammability standards will 
be banned from the market 
after July 29. 1973 Until that 
date, the Commerce Depart-

demands. The survey showed 
that do-it-yourself vacation 
“cottages” were giving way to 
sophisticated, high-quality 
leisure homes — some costing 



including beach and mountain 
areas. 

They tend to be spacious and 
lofty: feature large decks and 
wide glass areas; and have a 
“wood look “ Modular con- 
struction is often used to 
achieve design flexibility. 

Quality building materials 
are specified to assure that the 
homes' will meet “con- 
temporary standards.” For 
example, all designs call for 
low-maintenance windows 
and gliding patio doors. 

These units have vinyl-clad 
wood-core sash and frames 
that won’t require painting 
and will not pit, rust or 
corrode. Double-pane in- 
sulating glass — which 
eliminates the inconvenience 
of separate storm sash — is 
standard.

The meek inherit the Earth? 

Not if Nick Gavrila a 42- 
year-old Garden City physical 
education teacher who was 
recently appointed as strength 
coach for the New England 
Patriots, can help it 

‘There is too much tension 
in this country. “ Gavrila said, 
"and one way to w ork it out is 
through barbells. We need 
more weightlifting programs 
in our schools.” 

Apparently, the Patriots 
agree with Gavrila ’s 
philosophy They hired him as 
a strength coach. 

“A strength coach is 
responsible for developing the 
bodies of the players,” ex- 
plained Gavrila. “This would 
include strengthening the 
muscles through the process 
of weightlifting I would also 
be responsible for 
strengthening the weak as 
well as injured parts of the 
body ” 

In March, Gavrila traveled 
to Tampa. Florida to meet 
with the Patriots and set up a 
program to prepare the 
players for the gruelling 
National Football League 
season 


ONLY ABOUT HALF of the 
22 NFL teams have strength 
coaches - but the idea is 
catching on The Detroit Lions 
have yet to hire such a 
specialist 

"Most of the players at one 
time or other have been in- 
volved in weight lifting 
programs,” pointed out 
Gavrila, "Steve Owens 
(Lions) and Earl Morrall 
(Colts) are just a few. 

"But coaches are finding 
there is more than just a need 
for weightlifting.” he con- 
tinued "One of the main 
problems in football, 
especially professional 
football, is conditioning. Many 
of the players after absorbing 
all the punishment, have a 
tendency to lay off during the 
off season. 

"Then there’s the banquet 
circuit and physical con- 
ditioning diminishes, so our 
jobs as strength coach is to set 
up a program for each player 
to keep him in shape." 

Gavrila. who in the early 
fifties was one of the top 
weightlifters in the nation, 
pointed out that linesmen 
would need a separate kind of 
program, for example, than

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County officials in Michigan endorse 
bill which will modernize government

Legislation to enable the 
voters to modernize their 
county governments was 
moved into position for 
adoption after officials of 
major count ler endorsed the 
hill 

The hill would permit the 
creation of a county executive 
office and the reorganization 
of the county slructure. 

The House Towns and 
Counties Committee sent 
the measure. Senate Bill 229, 
to the House floor by a 7-4 vote 
June 21, after holding a 
hearing in Detroit. 

OFFICIALS of Wayne, 
Jackson and Bay counties 
supported the bill at the June 
19 hearing in the City-County 
Building auditorium The 
Senate passed the measure by 
a 30*3 vote last April 

The hill also was endorsed 
by representatives of the 
Leagues ot Women Voters df 
Michigan, the Oakland County 
Democratic Party and a 
citizens’ group called New 
County. Michigan. Inc 


Macomb County was the 
only county represented which 
opposed the measure 

Senate Bill 229 would permit 
the voters of a county to elect 
a county executive with 
powers similar to a strong 
mayor or to authorize the 
County Board of Com- 
missioners to appoint a county 
manager 

THE MEASURE, known as 
the Optional County Form of 
Government bill, also would 
permit the streamlining of the 
county structure Major 
departments would be under 
the direction of the executive 
or manager and the number of 
appointed boards and com- 
missions would be limited to 
those specified in the act 

In testifying before the 
House committee, Wayne 
County Commissioner Paul 
Silver declared that “the 
present structure of county 
government in Michigan is 
out moded and badly in need 
of modernization ." 


Fires in state take record death toll 


Michigan in 1972 had 86,110 
fires which caused 304 deaths 
and a new record oi $123 
million in property damage, 
according to the State Police 
fire marshal division annual 
summary. 

The deaths w ere down by 48 
from the record 352 set in 1971 
The total included 233 adults. 
70 children and one fireman. 
Not included in the total were 
31 fatalities in fire hat 
followed 26 car and five p ane 
crashes 

The fire total was a 
reduction of about 15,000 
compared with the record 
annual high of 101,730. also set 
in 1971. 

THE PROPERTY loss was 
nearly $9 million greater than 
the previous mark of $114 
million in 1971. 

The loss included $66 2 
million in buildings. $42.9 
million in contents, and $13.8 
million involving cars, boats, 
aircraft, unhoused 
machinery. grass and 
woodland fires. The 1971 loss 
was $110 million 

There were 90 large loss 
fires lover $50,000) with 
damage totaling $27.9 million.

the leading cause of adult 
deaths with 75 
Careless smoking, clothing 
catching fire, and heating 
units were prime causes in- 
volving adult deaths. 
Defective heating units and 
playing with fire are still 
leading causes of children 
deaths. 


He said the problem is 
particularly acute in large, 
urban counties such as 
Wayne, and noted that efforts

Faust proposes 

tax relief for 
senior citizens 


A tax relief measure that 
would exempt Michigan 
residents 65 years of age or 
older from payment of the 
four per cent state sales tax on 
purchases of food or medicine 
for personal consumption was 
introduced in the Michigan 
legislature by Sen William 
Faust (D-Westland). 

This legislation is designed 
to give our senior citizens 
some greatly needed tax relief 
expecially those that live 
on fixed incomes,” said Faust. 

He said social security 
benefits, pensions and Old- 
Age Assistance payments 
have failed to keep pace with 
the runaway inflation our 
economy has experienced 
under the Nixon ad- 
ministration. 

“Because the income level 
of our senior citizens is 
limited, a greater percentage 
of their income is spent on the 
necessities of food and 


medicine A flat rate of 
taxation, such as the four 
percent sales tax, hits these 
citizens harder,” said Faust. 

The Westland Democrat 
pointed out that there are 
nearly 800,000 Michigan 
citizens who will be affected 
by the bill 

“Data compiled by the 
Federal Government in- 
dicates that for medicine 
alone, the average annual 
expenditure for senior citizens 
is nearly 300 percent greater 
than that for the rest of the 
population,” said Faust 

“Additionally, national 
figures show that senior 
citizens' medicinal costs tend 
lobe immediate out-of-pocket 
expenses, rather than those 
paid for by third parties, such 
as insurance companies.” 

Faust concluded by saying 
that his proposed legislation is 
“a step toward easing the 
financial plight of our senior 
citizens who have contributed 
so much to Michigan.”

Coal-burning furnaces emit 
almost 27 million tons of 
sulfur-oxide pollution into the 
air we breathe each year; it 
could climb to 55 million tons 
by 1990 — more than enopgh to 
fill a freight train reaching 
from l>os Angeles to New York 
and back.

Dr Robert Meyers and a 
team of scientists found a yay 
to remove 40 to 80 per cent of 
the sulfur from coal They 
give it a warm bath (about the 
temperature of tepid tea) in a 
ferric sulfate solution 

The amount of sulfur 
removed depends on where 
the coal comes from The 
Pittsburgh bed in Penn- 
sylvania. West Virginia and 
( >hio has been described as the 
most valuable individual 
mineral deposit in the United 
States and perhaps the world. 

THE MEYERS process can 
remove 50 to 70 per cent of the 
sulfur from Pittsburgh-bed 
coa I . and 60 to 80 per cent f rom 
coal in the Lower Kittanning 
bed. also in Pennsylvania and 
West Virginai. 

Dr M eyres says processed 
coal produces more heat per 
pound, thereby* conserving 
natural resource, and 
produces less ash than un- 
treated coal 

Here’s what happens coal 
goes through a leacher, a 
separator and a washer, then 
is dried Sulfur and ash are 
removed and the bathwater is 
cleaned and regenerated by 
running it through a 
precipitator and treating it 
with air 

REMOVING sulfur by the 
Meyers process won’t end all 
sulfur-oxide pollution. Dr. 
Meyers says It offers a much 
better chance, however, than 
slack scrubbers which trap 
sulfur after the coal is burned. 
Officials of the Federal Power 
Commission and the En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency seem to agree.

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Governor signs bingo act making it legal 


The Bingo Act of 1972 took 
on some revisions last week as 
the governor signed three bills 
into law amending the act. 

Under the law passed last 
year, bingo was to have 
become legal last April 1, but 
the lottery commissioner 
asked for more time to 
prepare procedures for 
licensing and regulation of the 
games 

House Bill 4289 delayed the 
effective date of legal bingo 
and made a number of other 
changes in the old law. • 
Another bill made bingo 
winnings exempt from state 
income tax and a third bill 
allowed bingo and other 
games of chance at the State 
Fair Grounds. 

BINGO BECOMES legal 
June 30 under the first bill, 
which also provides for 
several types of bingo licenses 
for non-profit organizations. 

The regular license would 
cost $100 and will allow bingo 
once a week. For an ad- 
ditional $50. a licensee may 
hold games on other days of 
the week at locations other 
than on the regular license. 
Under the 1972 act, bingo 
could be conducted only once a 
week at one location but the 
new act allows bingo more 
than once a week at one 
location if separate 
organizations have obtained 
licenses 


A once-only bingo game 
license w ould cost $5. but if the 
organization wanted to con- 
duct games several days in 
succession, the license would 
cost $50. 

Another type of license, at a 
cost of $10, would be for senior 
citizen groups that want to 
play the game for en- 
tertainment rather than 
money maker. They would be 
allowed to play once a month 
and no prize could be worth 
more than $10 

IN ALL CASES other than 
the special senior citizen 
license, game prizes would be 
limited to a total of no more 
than $2,000 for one day, with 
no single prize valued at more 
than $500. 

Such groups able for 
licenses would be religious, 
charitable, educational, 
fraternal, veterans, civic 
service and senior citizens 
organizations. 

As an extra boon to bingo 
players, an act was also 
passed granting tax exempt 
status to bingo winnings, both 
money and merchandise. This 
applies to the state income 
tax only. 

Bingo is not considered a 
revenue producer for the 
state, but as a shot in the arm 
to those charitable and 
educational organizations that 
are having problems raising 
money for their support. The 


license fees cover only 
administrative costs.

Any non-profit organization 
granted tax exempt status for 
state income tax purposes 
may apply fora bingo license 
Senior Citizen groups have an 
additional qualification in that 
they must have at least 15 
members over the age of 60 

THOSE CIVIC service 
organizations applying for a 
license must accompany their 
application with a resolution 
passed by the city in which 
they operate and must contain 
a provision in their bylaws or 
constitution for the per- 
petuation of the organization 
as a non-profit organization 
whose entire assets are 
pledged to charitable pur- 
poses and for their entire 
assets to revert to the benefit 
of the city government upon 
dissolution of the 
organization. 

The last act permits bingo 
and other games of chance at 
the State Fair Grounds It 
would authorize the State Fair 


Authority to lease its facilities 
for bingo games throughout 
the year to licensed 
organizations. Con 


cessionnaires would be per- 
mitted to conduct games of 
chance only during the fair 
itself 


Under the act, con 
cessioruiaire games must not 
require great skill, the chance 
of winning must not be 


remote, and the prize must 
have a nominal value and not 
be redeemable for cash

had to insert each form in her 
typewriter, make tab and line 
adjustments, and then type 
out the information. Much of 
her typing was repetitive 
since each form had to have 
the name and address of the 
customer and other in- 
formation that was virtually 
unchanged from one 
document to another. 

THE REPETITIVE typing 
naturally required detailed 
audits, since there was op- 
portunity for error each time a 
new form was processed 

Under the manual system, 
the element of error also hung 
heavy over figures used in 
the forms. Every real estate 
closing requires the 
development of figures from 
complex calculations and 
references to charts and 
tables. If an error were made 
in one document that was 
prepared manually, that error 
could be compounded in 
subsequent documents And 
the time lost in tracing the 
original mistake and making 
the changes cold be 
tremendous. 

W’illiamson said his closing 
documents are now prepared 
automatically on a computer 
that was installed just a few 
weeks ago. The information 
for a real estate closing still is 
gathered in the same manner 
as before, he said, but now 
instead of each form having to 
be typed manualy, they are 
prepared automatically. 

“Our computer operator 
simply prepares a worksheet 
on the computer,’’ he said. She 
is actually storing in the 
memory of the machine all the 


information that was gathered 
about a particular closing. 
The information is stored as 
she types the worksheet. Once 
the worksheet is typed, each 
closing document is prepared 
automatically, with all 
calculations figured and 
printed." 

HE WENT ON to explain 
that the computer operator 
has only to place each form in 
the machine, and the form is 
automatically positioned for 
each new line to be printed. 
After the form has been 
printed, it is ejected 
automatically. 

‘The computer is 
programmed for the different 
types of real estate closings 
The computer operator enters 
new and variable information 
as she prepares the worksheet 
for a closing. Then, as she 
prepares the closing 
documents, she pesses the 
proper program key to release 
the necessary figures and 
information." 

Williamson said he had 
thought about the possibility 
of using a computer for real 
estate closings for years, but 
the pressure of business kept 
him from checking more 
closely into the systems that 
are available

AN ORDINANCE to amend Ordinance No. 11, as amended, of the Township of Sumpter 
entitled 

An Ordinance to Establish Districts in the Township of Sumpter to Regulate the Use of 
Land and Structures Therein; To Regulate and Limit the Weight, The Area, The Bulk and 
Location of Buildings; To Regulate And Restrict The Location Of Trades and Industries And 
The Location Buildings Designed For Specified Uses ; To Regulate And Determine The Area 
Of Yards. Courts and Other Open Space; To Regulate The Density Of Population; To 
Provide For A Board of Appeals, And Its Powers And Duties ; And To Provide a Penalty For

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED by the Township Board of the Township of Sumpter, Wayne 
County. Michigan: 

Section 1 That ARTICLE X - C DISTRICTS, GENERAL BUSINESS DISTRICTS Section

• I) Commercial passenger stations, public utility offices and substations, telephone ex- 
change buildings and express offices. 

(J) Veterinary hospital. 

( K ) Clubs and lodges. 

iL) Dairy and creamery. 

(M) Hotels and Motor courts. 

(N) Ice vending machines. 

( 0 > Motor vehicle repair shops when approved by the Board of Appeals 

(P) Wholesale business. 

(Q> Storage and w-arehouse business. 

|R> Laundromats. 

<S) Accessory buildings and accessory uses.

361 70 ft , thence S. 1 degree 53 minutes 20 seconds E. 300 ft., thence S. 87 degrees 43 minutes 
30 seconds E 181.03 ft., thence S 1 degree 58 minutes 40 seconds E. 33 feet., thence S. 87 
degrees 43 minutes 30 seconds E 181 05 ft., thence S. 1 degree 58 minutes 40 seconds E. 136 
ft., thence N 87 degrees 43 minutes 30 seconds W 724.13 ft., thence N. 1 degree 53 minutes 20 
seconds W 469 ft. to the point of beginning; and further excepting that part of the N.W. v 4 of 
Section 15, T4S.
